JUDGE AND MILITARY 


AUTHORITIES. 

In, the Chancery Division yesterday, be- 
fore the Master of the Rolls, an application was 
made on behalf of John Joseph oe, who was 
tried by a military court and sentenced to 
death (subject to confirmation) on a charge of 
having ammunition in his possession. Egan was 
a motor mechanic in the employment of the 
Clare County Council, and the application was 
to make absolute a conditional order of 
habeas corpus, to be directed to General 
Macready, Major-General Strickland, Brigadicr- 
General Cameron, the Attorney-General, and 
the Governor of the Detention Barracks at 
Limerick to bring up Egan.

long. The goal, however, will pay for the 
journey. Robert Louis Stevenson said 
that to travel hopefully was better than 
te arrive. In this case the saying does 
not hold; yet in this case the traveller's 
hopefulness is in itself a new and rare 
asset. The nation feels that on Monday 
a promising beginning was made of the 
work of peace. It feels that foundations 
were laid for further progress when the 
meeting is resumed on Friday; and it 
feels that two sets of Irishmen, brought 
together in a tremendous crisis of 
Ireland's history, will be relectant 
to separate until they have exhausted 
all possibilities of compromise. These 
hopes will receive a fresh stimulus from 
the visit of General Smuts, who arrived in 
Dublin yesterday. We shall not be in- 
quisitive about the nature of his mission— 
whether he comes as Premier of South. 
Africa, envoy of the British Government, 
or mere citizen of the Empire. In any 
capacity he would be welcome at any time, 
and he is doubly welcome at the present 
time, when his gifts and experience are 
those that Ireland chiefly needs. General 
i Smuts has fought against England and can 
understand the outlook and ideals of the 
Republican movement. To-day he is a 
pillar of the Empire and can understand 
the tenacious loyalty to it of the Union- 
ists of Northern and Southern Ireland. 
He is the living embodiment of the most 
remarkable compromise between national 
and Imperial patriotism that British 
history has known. The story of the 
South African War ought to be an antidote 
for the despair that regards the Irish 
problem as insoluble. If General Smuts 
visits the Dublin Mansion House on 
Friday, the man who was Britain's War 
Minister in 1900 and his most fofmidable 
enemy of that time, the leader of the Boer 
forces in Cape Colony, will find them- 
selves not only in the same room, but 
engaged upon the same task of peace. 
Could Ireland ask for a more fruitful 
lesson in politics or for a better omen? 
General Smuts helped in the making of 
the great treaty which added South Africa 
to the Empire. He will be able to tell 
Mr. de Valera and the Southern Unionists 
what a delicate and difficult piece of work 
that was, how often hope failed, and how, 
at the last, good-will and common-sense 
conquered obstacles which had seemed to 
be insuperable. One ingredient, however, 
is still lacking for the making of an

Back to Work. 


After nearly fourteen weeks of idleness 
the miners of Great Britain are resuming 
their work with admirable .zeal. On 
Monday most of the pits throughout the 
country were opened again and a large 
number of men went down the munes. 
Unfortunately, however, the long stoppage 
has done a great deal of damage io the 
industry and many of the pits have been 
put ont of action for ever. This result 
of the coal strike was inevitable from the 
start and it is to be feared that large 
numbers of miners will be thrown 
permanently out of work. About ten 
per pent. of the workers in Derbyshire 
have’ lest their jobs, and in Lothian 
more than two thousand will be 
idle for the next three months. Our 
[ondon Correspondent reckons that from 
the whole industry some one hundred 
thousand miners will be added to the 
number of the unemployed. Despite this 
unhappy outcome of the dispute, the 
prospects, on the whole, are good. All the 
Lancashire mines are intact, ane within 
a month employment will be found for 
every man in this importaut district. 
Peace, for the next year at any rate, has 
been assured by the settlement, and the 
profit-sharing basis on which it has 
been formed is likely to help very 
materially towards a largely increased 
output. In the long run hard work by 
the miners and economical management 
by the owners are bound to bring about a 
fall in the price of coal, which, ultimately, 
is the main condition of a national revival 
in trade. The permanent closing of some 
of the pits may prove to be a blessing in 
disguise, for many of them were being 
worked at a dead loss and their deficits 
hung heavily about the industry s neck, 

Naturally, the improvement in the coal- 
fields has reacted on almost every other 
industry, and Britain's trade already is 
beginning to shake off the lethargy of the 
last three months. Orders have been 
accumulating since the coal _ strike 
began, and the nation’s factories soon will 
be in full swing. On Monday the 
Staffordshire potteries made a welcome 
start and their example was followed 
by iron and steel works in the 
same county. Shipbuilding on the Tyne 
algo was resumed in some of the yards, 
and the big Palmer steel works at Jarrow 
will be opened again pext week. The 
outlook in the cotton trade is equally 
cheerful. The President of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce said on Monday 


that buyers at last were showing distinct 
signs of a desire to come into the market. 
Of course, the end of the coal strike is 
not the only factor which has improved 
the prospects of the cotton industry. The 
heevy fall in values has made trade much 
easier to finance, the Bank rate has been 
lowered, and the risk of heav~ loss has 
been reduced very considerably. Cotton 
is cheeper than any other form of 
clothing; and, however Germany and 
Poland may strive to capture the market, 
Lancashire's reputation is too solid to be. 
disturbed. All these signs and portents 
point to a big industrial revival in 
Great Britein. British products still hold 
pride of place wherever the commodities 
of industry are bought and sold ; and the 
coming autumn will ide our manufac- 
turers with a spl opportunity. 
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That they will make the most of it is 
certain; but without the help of Labour 
they can do nothing. The trade unions, 
now as heretofore, can make or mar the 
future.

The first essential towards that end 
is that strikes and stoppages shall cease. 
No land could prosper in circumstances 
such as those which have prevailed in 
England for the last two years. Britain 
can regain her lost markets throughout 
the world only if Labour proclaims an 
industrial truce for a period at least as 
long as that over which the coal settle- 
ment is due to extend. Of course, em- 
ployers have their part to play and 
genuine grievances should he redressed 
without ado; but, when all is said and 
done, the working classes must decide the 
issue. For the first time now since the 
hectic extravagance of 1919 prosperity 
seems to be within the reach of British 
trade; and, whatever superior folk may 
sav to the contrary, by our trade we live 
and by the loss of it we shall die. 


Australia’s Victory. 


The Australians won the third Test 
match at Leeds yesterday almost as easils 
as a first-class county team would defeat 
a ‘school eleven. They deserved their 
victory and all sportsmen will, con- 
gratulate them upon it. In every depart- 
ment of the game they were superior to 
their opponents. At the same time it 
must be admitted that England’s repre- 
sentatives had more than their share of 
misfortune.

CHARGES ON THE EXCHEQUER.

VISIT OF GENERAL SMUTS. 


A PURELY PRIVATE MISSION 


MEETING WITH MR. DE 
VALERA. 


The presence of General Smuts in Dublin, 
following Monday's conference at the Mansion 
House, tends to increase the hopes of an early 
improvement in the present situation. The South 
African Promier, whose visit was forecasted 
in the Irish Times of Monday, arrived by yes- 
terday morning's mail boat at Kingstown, ac- 
companied by. his secretary, Mr. Lane. The 
fact that he was a passenger was known to 
very few on board; indeed, every care seems 
to have, been taken to conceal his identity. 
The passengers’ list did not disclose his name. 
The ship's officers apparently knew nothing of 
his presence. Press representatives, who were 
on the qu: rive early at the landing siage, were 
satisfied that he was not aboara, and there 
war ch n amongst the army of photo- 
graphers alert to duty. But the Generali was 
in his cabin all the while, obviously anxious to 
avoid publicity. 

COMING ASHORE. 

Jt transpired later that the Lord Mayor, 
who was accompanied by Messrs. Griffith and 
Barton, on behalf of Dail Eireann, visited him 
in his cabin, and, after a brief interview, 
motored back to Dublin. General Smuts, 
wearing a light grey suit and soft hat, came 
ashore later, me with his secretary, drove 
to Dublin, his first cali being at the Mansion 
House, about 10.30 o'clock. There he was the 
guest of the Lord Mayor. The closest secrecy 
was observed as to lis subsequent movements, 
and he kept at bay a host of journalists, 
anxious to glean something of his mission 
and programme. 

A PRIVATE MISSION. 

It was learned, however, that he was most 
mes yw that his mission was purely private, 
and that he came to study the situation at 
first hand. He was most. anxious, it appeers, 
thet his movements shoul’ not be disclosed, 
and, this request was certainly carried out to 
the letter by those,who were in contact with 
him throughout the day. 

TALK WITH MR. DE VALERA. 

It is no breach of confidence, however, to 
state that, having been in the Mansion House 
for over an hour, General Smuts left in a 
motor car, and had a conference with Mr. de 
Valera and his colleagues, at the residence of a 
prominent member of Dail Eireann, not very 
far from the vicinity of Dawson street. Sub- 
sequently he saw other leading citizens, with 
whom ne exchanged views. A statement to 
the effect that it was probable that General 
Smuts would remain in Dublin until the con- 
fernce resumed on Friday was confidently made 
yesterday afternoon by a pentleman who is in 


OPTIMISM.

“A TACIT PAUSE.” 

The Press Association learns on trustworthy 
authority that, arising out of the conference 
between Mr. de Valera and representatives of 
the Southern Unionists at the Mansion House, 
Dublin, oun Monday, an atmosphere has been 
created which may lead to a tacit pause in the 
active operations by hoth Crown and Sinn Fein 
forees during the course of any further negotia- 
tione. While nothing official in the way of a 
truce has been aetermined, in well-informed 
circles the Dublin deliberations are cousidered 
to have paved the way to a possible definite 
understanding on this point, which, it js eug- 
gested, might be arrived at if Mr. de Valera 
becomes a party to a London Conference. It is 
recognised that there may be some difficulty in 
controlling isolated members of the Irish 
Republican Army and in making known to them 
the fact that a cessation of hoetilities on their 
part would materially aesist the progress of the 
peace parieys. At the same time, it was stated 
by. an authority yesterday morning that there 
has been a gradual easing off on the part of 
the Crown in ali its measures of repression. 


This attitude, it ie believed, will he maintained 


in order not to hamper the work of the peace 
makers, and an assurance on the part of Binn 
Fein of a eimilar suspension of its offensive 
plans would be welcome. In this connection it

The 
position, too, was not improved bz the fact 
that a larve reduction of the forces in Meteo 
tamia hed only recently occurred through ck 
mobilisation, but a proportionate restriction m 
the area occupied by stores, hospitals, and 
other establishments neceseary for their upkeep 
aad well-being had not followed. 
Whoeter this anomely was overlooked o was 
allowed to stand because of the considerable 
expense involved in any change, end the early 
rospect of- a further reduction of the forces, 
ieutenant-General Sir J. A. L. Haldane does 
not know. But the extensive areas laid out for 
cantonrents sí Bagdad seemed to show that no 
internal trouble on a large seale was antici- 
pated. , 
During the period that efforts had been in 
progress to suppress or restrain tho insurrec- 
tion much labour and attention had conse- 
quently had to be devoted to matters subsidiary, 
in a sense, vet some of them were vitel in their 
besring on the problem. Lines of communica- 
tion had to be secured, involving the construc- 
tion of block-houses at intervals along the 
rivers, roads, canals, and railways, for a die 
tance. in all, amounting to nearly 600 miles. 
Bagdad and other important centres had to be 
defended and works ereeted at, other ints. 
Railway and telegraphic line repairs made un- 
ceasing demands on prraonncl. Supplies bad to 
ba hurried by river, rail, and road, and some- 
times oven carried by aeroplene, to ensure that 
arrisons which might hare been isolated

should be unable to maintain themseives unti 


relieved. 
In addition to these demands, and in spite of 


the disturbed condition of the country, the 
British married families and Turkish prisoners

HEADMISTRESS SHOT IN

Suddenly a 
shot went off, and Miss McAnuff fell to the floor, 
shot through the heart. , The raiders then re- 
tired, leaving the household with the dying girl, 
who lived for a few minutes only. 
_ No oné dared to venture out till almost five 
o'clock, Miss McAuuff had only been home for 
a week ow holidays, and her death, which is be- 
lieved to have been accidentai, has stirred the 
country side, in wuwh tne family are highly 
esteemed. Her mother is prostrate with grieí.

A COUNTY CORK MURDER. 


A Military Court of Inquiry in lieu of an in- 
quest assembled as Liscarroll on the l4th June, 
1921, to inquire into the circumstances under 
which David Fitzgibbon, aged 37 years, shoe- 
maker, of Liscarroll, met his death. 

According to the evidence the deceased. who 
was a widower, with five children, was found 
lying dead on the road about half a mile ont- 
side, the village near Killinane Cross roads.

LORD CHIEF JUSTICE’S 
ADDRESS.

PUBLIC OPINION AND CRIME. 


Yesterday the Lord Chief Justice opened the 
Assize Commission for the City of Limerick. — 

Addressing the Grand Jury, his lordship said 
that there were no bills to be submitted for in- 
vestigation, but unfortunately that did not mean 
that no crime had been committed since last 
Assizes. To-day crime had been made amenable 
by courtsmartial. In some respects the general 
state of the city showed an improvement since 
he was there last March; but it also showed 
that there were influences at work in their 
midst which prevented a judge from comment- 
ing upon the state of the city. There had been 
committed since he was there last March no 
less than eight murders and eighteen attempts 
at murder. It was said that these murdere 
were committed by persons from a distance, or 
at least instigated by persons from a distance. 
But it was a rather melancholy prospect for 
any city when people could be forced to believe 
that their lives were not safe in doing their 
ordinary work. Unfortunately, life was not 
safe at present, although there had been a great 
improvement with regard to offences against 
property. 

THE SANCTITY OF HUMAN LIFE. 

He had referred on a previous occasion to the 
many influences at work for good in the city, 
such as the Limerick Confraternity. But no 
Confraternity could reach the persons who de- 
liberately made up their minds to destroy the 
God-given life of the human being. He hoped a 
better spirit would prevail. He hoped that they 
were approaching an era of peace; and he 
hoped that they were approaching a tame when 
in a Christian country the sanctity of human 
life would be regarded with that reverence 
which was due to the fact that life was given 
to them by God,and that it should not be severed 
save by the act of God. If the country, by the 
force of public opinion, was to allow murder to 
prevail in its midst, and every sanction of 
human law withdrawn, then the country would 
naturally become desolate. God forbid that 
such @ disaster should befall their country. Let 
them pray that a new spirit might dawn over 
Ireland, and that a new hope might enter into 
the minds of them all. 

GRAND JURY AND THE IRISH PEACE 

CONFERENCE.

They 
were, unfortunately, large. He considered that 
the present was not the time for talking, or 
even for giving a little admonition. They heard 
thet an attempt—a very real attempt—was 
being made at some settlement that might lead 
to peace in this country. There was a very rea) 
prospect of some conclusion being come to, and 
he was sure that among the great mass of law- 
abiding people there was a desire—a desire al- 
most painful in its intensity—that a settlement 
should be come to. They could all see that 
unless a settlement was arrived at there was 
nothing for the country—he did not like to use 
the word—but disaster. It would be wrong, 
therefore, for anybody to say one word that 
would affect the negotiations going on and the 
settlement that might be arrived at. All he 
could say was that it might please God that 
the proceedings for a settlement might not 
prove abortive. People must not degpair. They 
must keep up their courage. Some, at least, of 
the Grand Jury were corinected with this county 
for generations, perhaps for centuries, and they 
would all vet have something to dg for their 
common country.

MR. JUSTICE DODD’S VIEWS. 


The Westmeath Assizes were opened on Mon- 
day in the Courthouse, Mullingar Inside and 
outside the Courthouse there was a strong mili- 
tary and police guard.

BANK CLERKS WATCH THE ROBBERY. 
A bank official stated that at about 11 o clock 
on 6th May he saw two men at the counter, 
They had automatic pistols in their hands, and 
“covered” the acting manager and himself. 
One man, pointing the pistol at the witness, 
said. “ Put them up,” and he obeyed. He saw 
a third man, whom he now identified as the 
prisoner, looking over the counter. 
The prisoner went to a safe and put £55, 
made up in packages of £5, into his overcoat 
pockets. He then went to a small desk from 
which he took more money. In all £194. 5s. 
was taken. One of the men outside the counter 
said, ‘Hurry up; come out of the shop. The 
accused man, who was unarmed, then walked 
out. A fourth man, who had a pistol in his 
hand, had been standing at the door. 
Answering the prisoner, the witness said that 
he (the prisoner) was not armed, and did not 
assault, or threaten to assault, him. i 
Another bank official gave a similar descrip- 
tion.

NATIONAL BANK ROBBED. 
CASHIER WHO WAS LOYAL TO 
HIS CHARGE. 

The same Court heard a charge against John 
Kirwan, the accused in the previous case Ter- 
ence Byrne and Christepher Roche, of Upper 
Gloucester street, Dublin, of having, with other 
persons, on the 9ih May last, robbed the Cam- 
den street branch of the National Bank of the 
sum of £2,336 14s. 9d. ‘There was a second 
charge of having shot at a bank official with 
intent to murder, and an alternative charge o! 
shooting at the ceal with intent to do 
grievous bodil, ' 

The prisoners pleaded not guilty Terence 
Byrne and Christopher Roche were defended by 
Mr. W. J. Gleeson (instructed by Messrs. Lid- 
well and O'Reilly). 

The Prosecutor said that on 9th May the 
Camden street branch of the National Bank 
was visited by a gang of armed robbers. Two 
of the men went to the front of the teller’s 
desk, and a number of others also came in. 
One of them presented an autdmatic pistol at 
the cashier. and this man would be identified 
as Christopher Roche. Another. who would be 
identified as Terence Byrne, had a revolver, and 
John Kirwan would also be identified. 

A BANK OFFICIAL’S PLUCK. 

It would be stated in evidence that Byrne 
was seen taking money. The cashier was told to 
go in a particular direction. He asked which 
way he was to go, and Byrne pointed with his 
revolver in the direction indicated. The cashier, 
taking advantage of the fact that the revolver 
was not pointed at him, grappled with Byrne. 
Another man called out, ‘ Shoot that man.”’ 
The cashier was shot in the temple, and lost 
his- grip of Byrne, who stood over him for a 
moment or two, and then left. The cashier 
we. an up and followed the men out of the 
yank. He pursued them into Pleasants street, 
Synge street, and Grantham street. At 
the corner of Grantham street, Byrne turned 
and shot at the cashier, but unsuccessfully. 
He then went on with his companions down 
Heytesbury street, the cashier being still in 
pureuit. At the corner of Heytesbury street 
and Harrington street the cashier saw the men 
“hold up” a butcher's man and get into his 
cart. bag was thrown by one of the men 
into a garden. 

The cashier then persuaded a boy to give him 
a bicycle, and on this bicycle he cowtinved te 
chase the man in the van. Byrne eventually 
jum out of the van, and the cashier after- 
found the van abandoned. ‘The cashier 
recovered £997 in the van, and he also got the 
bag of silver which had been thrown into the 
garden. He then returned to the bank, and 
went to hospital. 

The Prosecutor added that the total loss to 
the bank was not the sum mentioned in the 
charge, as some of it was subsequently re- 


covered. 
THE EVIDENCE. 

The cashier of the bank gave evidence cor- 
roborating the Prosecutor's story of the raid, 
the wounding of the witness, the subsequent 
chase, and t recovery of: a large sum of 
money. The witness identified the three ac- 
cused men as being present at the robbery. 
Byrne twice ordered him, under the. cover of a 
pistol, to put his hands up, and then proceeded 
to fill his pockets with the cash, handing some 
to a man who was at the other side of the 
counter. Kirwan also came in and helped him. 
self. In the struggle that ensued a man who 
not before the Court, shouted out “Shoot the 
man,” meaning the witness, and he wae shot in 
the temple. When the witness recovered. he 
followed the accused men as described by the 
Prosecutor. j 
In cross-examination by Mr, Gleeson, the wit- 
ness said that six men took part in the robbery. 
The whole affair in the bank lasted about three 
minutes. To the best of his belief Roche and 
Byrne were two of the men who took part in 
the robbery. 
Another aad official gave evidence that Byrne 
held a revolver in front of him, and ordered 
him to put up his hands. “TI did not like the 
performance at all,” added the witness. “but 
the man said: ‘ Put them up or Í will blow.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sixn,—In this day’s issue of your paper there 
is a report of a town tenants’ meeting for the 
protection of their interest. I have read the 
reports of most of those meetings, and I have 
not noticed that, at any of them the real cause 
of the trouble has been touched upon. No 
person will deny that, if money spent upon the 
erection of houses was a good investment, there 
are hundreds of people who would be glad to 
build them. Nobody will seek such an invest- 
ment for the simple reagon that it does not pay, 
and also because it is not a negotiable security. 
A man happens to be in occupation. It is 
necessary for the landlord to sell. The tenant 
says that he, and no person ,else, has the right 
to buy; and not only that, but at what he 
considers to be the value. Competition is 
entirely eliminated and the owner in most cases 
has to part with his property for a fraction of 
its value. Will any sane man put his money 
into such a security? He has hundreds of 
other investments open to him where he will 
get as big a return, with the capital safe and 
easily negotiable. 
Unless private enterprise is to be entirely 
destroyed a different altitude will have to be 
adopted to the owners of capital. Tenants in 
houses should be made to understand that a 
man’s property, even though he happens to be 
a landlord, should not be confiscated. It is the 
tenants in the existing houses who are to blame 
for the thousands of homeless people through 
the country.—Yours, etc., “ JustTics.’

EMERGENCY POWERS 
CONDEMNED. 
> = 

UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

The annual Conference of the National Union 
of Railwaymen was resumed in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne yesterday. The delegates conferred pri- 
vately for some time, but later discussed 
publicly the following resolution :— 

“That this Congress expresses its emphatic 
protest and condemnation of the action of the 
Government in passing the Emergency Powers 
Act, which, in our sulk ment, was uncalled for 
by any action of the Trade Union Movement, 
and is an unwarrantable attempt to interfere 
both with the rights of Trade Unionism and the 
liberty of the subject. We believe that the 
presence of this Act ia a standing menace to 
freedom, and we cail for its imenetiate repeal.” 

Mr. Balfour, Aberdeen, in moving the resolu- 
tion, said that the reason advanced by the 
Government for introducing the Act was that 
the country was menaced by Bolshevism. He 
had a suspicion that there was something else. 
For a number of years organised capital had 
been using every means in its power to prevent 
the growth and consciogsness of organised 
labour. It appeared that a} long last they were 
beginning to realise that Gabour had reached 
the jtion when it was abie and determined to 
challenge the rights of the privileged classes 
If Bolshevism was to become a power in that 
country these were the methods that would 
achieve it. (Cheers.) 

ATTEMPTED PROVOCATION. 

Mr. Stapleton, Bedford, seconded the resolu 
tion, and eaid that he did not know how long 
the workers were going to tolerate such methods. 
The liberties, not ae of Trade Unioniem but 
of all other democratic institutions and of 
individuals were receding into the background. 
The provisions of this Act were of a proyocative 
character, and it gave power to their oppopents 
to make use of brute force. 

Mr. Jenkins, Cardiff, expressed surprise that 
a resolution of a milk-and-water character had 
been placed before them. They ought to have 
had one of a more drastic nature. In the 
Khondda Valley during the miners’ dispute 
peaceful meetings of miners were  sub- 
jected to insults with the object of 
promoting a disturbance. li was to 
the glory and credit of the miners that they 
were able to restrain themselves. (Cheers4 
Within twenty-four hours of the miners 
stoppage two battalions of soldiers mazched 
into Cardiff with machine guns, tanks, and 
aeroplanes. Obviously the aim of the Govern- 
ment was to reproduce in Wales the position 
in Ireland. 

Mr. Jenkins declared that official correspon- 
dence from Unity House to the branches had 
been repeatedly opened by the Post Office 
authorities under the Instructions of the 
Government, » 

Mr. Daly, Dublin, said that it would not be 
long before trade unionists awoke from their 
stupor and elected to Parliament men of their 
own class. 

The resolution was adopted. 

INCREASED PRODUCTION CONDEMNED. 

Mr. Edwards, Wrexham, moved a resolution 
viewing with apprehension the growing volume 
of unemployment, and declaring that it was the 
duty of the State to provide full work or ade- 
quate maintenance, but warning the workers 
that, in order to secure this, it would be neces- 
sary to change the existing social system. 

Mr. Edwards said that employers welcomed 
unemployment as an instrument for enforcing 
reductions of wages. 

Mr. Pratt, Shrewsbury, who seconded the 
resolution, said that he disagreed with Mr. 
Thomas and other Labour T8 dos when they 
issued the manifesto urging increased produe- 
tion. 

Mr. C. T. Cramp, Industrial Secretary, said 
that thousands of railwaymen had been thrown 
out of employment by depression án trade, and 

this constituted a menace t ose still in 
employment, ‘The working classes should 
realise that they had to work out their own 
salvation. The Treaty of Versailles gave the 
nation’s former enemies an pyre ame of. 
building up their industries so that they mght 
become customers of England, tot the 
British Government set about a deliberate 
policy to prevent millions of people from 
“getting on their legs again.” 

So long as the present system of election to 
the House of Commons prevailed, so long would 
it be filled by mere place-hunters, 0, by 
making promises to the people, however wild, 
would be able to retain the reins of power, 
We needed to be dependent in our politics 
more on the thinker, planner and organiser, and 
less on the “ wagger of the jaw.” (Cheera.) 

The resolution was passed.

STRENGTH AND VITALITY+OF 
THE BUSINESS. 


Thomas ee the Chairman of the 
Company, presided at the annual mesting of 
the uil rs of Lipton, Ltd., ab Winchester 
House, E.0., yesterday. After. the Deputy 
Ohairman (Mr. H. L. Peters) had explained the 
variations that had occurred in the accounts, 
The Chairman showed that while the dividend

They must, however, keep fair st in 
their warehouses and branches, especially with 
increasing reductions. In reducing ee they 
had done their part in forcing down the cost of 
living, and there was no doubt that the policy 
had won the further confidence of the public.

ARGE INCREASE IN HOME TRADE. 

Although the export trade had beem for a 
considerable time greatly curtailed compared 
with a period of activity in the preceding year, 
he was glad to be able to report indications of 
a more favourable nature. eir tea and rubber 
estates in Ceylon, like those of the large majority 
of planting companies, had been worked at a 
loss, but in their case there was a decided re- 
covery already as regards tea. That was the 
result of the improvement in the market value 
of tea. Rubber prices were still most unsatis- 
factory. They were carrying out their policy 
of extending estates by acquiring adjacent land, 
and ex ed to add a further 800 acres short! 
to their area, which would be cleared 
gradually placed under cultivation.

(Hear, Poin 4 Each year had shown 
a substantial increase on the preceding one, and 
since the making up of the accounts there had 
been still further improvements. The figures 
could not fail to carry conviction as to the 
strength and vitality of the business. (Cheers.) 
He was quite sure that the results of the past 
year, in view of the exceptional circumstances 
with which they had had to deal and the ex- 
tremely difficult times through which they had 
passed—the reflection of which could be seen 
much more re có Ae many other industries— 
those results could considered as satisfactory. 
They showed what good grounds there were for 
looking forward with every confidenes to the 
future. (Applause.)’ He thought he had made 
clear the exceptional and unforeseen ons 
which had prevailed and how they had affected 
their profits for the year. They were con- 
tinuing the policy of extending the business 
wherever possible and hi: “so At tie same 
time the Board realised the need for caution in 
times like the present, and were alive to the 
necessity of economising where possible in view 
of the heavy costs of trading to-day.

Ireland possesses several very valuable de- 
posits of marble, but the trade has always had 
considerable difficulties in its way. The 
kenny marble is best known; it has been worked 
for centuries. It is very close im grain, and 
takes a high polish. Some of it ia pure black, 
some of black ground, beautifully marked with 
@ great variety of fossils. The principal quarry 
is situated on a rising ground about a mule 
from the city of Kilkenny. The marble is 
procured in large blocks, and a large propor- 
tion of it is exported in a rough state. A 
marble of pure black is found iw a quarry about 
five miles distant 
the same County of Ailkenuy there ia 
dark grey fossil marble: It is very 
uniform in colour, and in the dis 
trict ia largely used for monumental work. 
lt has not been neglected by the architect

ar the distinction of being the first which 
were established in Great Britain, in which 
any other than hand power was employed.
